Passed Into Hands 
of Farmers 


When farmers buy more land it is 
an infallible sign of their prosperity. 
That the Western Canadian farmers 
ate exceedingly prospcrous is” re- 
vealed in the Targe quantities of land 
being bought by them every day. A 
vety striking instance of this was 
seen at Gleichen, in Southern Alber- 


ta. Three hundred and twenty-five 
parcels of: land, which consisted of 
one quarter section cach, were put 


on sale by auction, being the balauce 
of the lands in the Blackfoot Indian 
Reserve surrendered by the Indians 
under a treaty, This sale attracted 
nearly one thousand buyers, of whom 
the great majority were farmers froni 
a radius of two hundred miles, in fact, 
local farmers were (! highest bid- 
ders. Land speculators who attended 
the sale could not compete with them 


in the pricés which they - bid and 
were more or less silent. Another 
notable fact was the presence of a 


number of American farmers intend- 
ing, to ‘start farming in Alberta. — “Tf 
the land is as good as it looks, it 1s 
worth double the price,” said a Min- 
nesota man after paying $36 an acre 
for'a quarter section of land. The 
average price was about $30 per acre, 
the highest being $45, which was paid 
by a Gleichen man. Allowing for a 
certain inevitable clement of specula 
tion, it is believed certain that 90 per 
cent. of this land has passed into the 
hands of actual farimers.

(Then came fattening poultry in 
crates and trap nests for the laying 
hens, and finally fo the room where 
they saw the dry picking of broilers.

From: officers of an American 
steamship it was learned that vessels 
of the British patrol fleet on duty off 
the north of Ireland discovered a 
German subnrarine base on Tory is- 
land. ‘ 

This islatid is 9 miles long and 12 
miles from the Irish coast © off the 
county of Donegal. 

The Americans learned that six 
men, found to, have been the ring- 
leaders itr supplying \W-boats, were 
shot. A qitantity of fuel oil was con-| 
fiscated,. together with provisions, | 
and from talks the British officers 
liad with the islanders it was be- 
licved German commanders also were 
gitting from the island reports of the 
movements of British vessels. 

Many men and women were said 
to have had a part in the supply of 
the U-boats, but most of them were 
given to understand they were Amer- 
ican submiarines. 

The crews never came ashore and 
the boats flew no flags. Some of the 
six men who engineered the scheme 
rowed ont to the vessels in fishing 
dories with their supplics. Almost in- 
variably the submarines put in an ap- 
prpagge after dark and disappeared 


efore dawn. 

How long the base had been estab- 

lished was not ascertained, but it was 
_fipclicved to have existed for several 
a * 

Many . of the largest vessels tor- 
gedocd have been sent to their doom 
off Tory island since the middle of 
April. The island is. on the lane cf 
stcamships entering and leaving the 
north channel between Ireland and 
Scotland. 

The channel has been used by many 
vessels secking the open Atlantic of 

* Jate, instead of going down the Irish 
sea around to the south of Ireland, as 
: it was figured that once through the 
short channels the vessels would be 
in the open sea and have far less 
distance to travel in submarine wat- 
ers than in the Irish sea. : 
Because of the frequent operations 
af U-boats thereabouts small patrol 
boats. were sent into all the small 
bays to ascertain if there was a base 
in any of them.’ After several days 
search it was learned the boats hac 
been to Tory-island; and a suramary

Demand Is Increasing Despite High
